Official Account of H-Bomb 
May Reveal

AEC Chairman Says 
Russians May Have 
Started Bomb First 
WASHINGTON — </P) — 


Americans — and Russians— 
may get from President Eis- 
enhower the first official ac- 
count of what happened when 
the United States shattered a 
Pacific island with a hydro- 
gen explosion. 


That possibility is suggested by 


Eisenhower's 
statement 
Wednes- 


day that he is sorting out in his 
mind what he should say in a pro- 
posed frank public discussion of 
world tension and growing de- 
structiveness of armament. 


To present as part of that broad 


discussion a picture of the disaster 
that would come to all nations in 
an H-6omb war, the President 
may feel impelled to tell what the 
newest and most dreadful weapon 
In the arsenal can do—If used by 
either the United States or Russia. 


Personal letters wiitten by men 


who- witnessed an unprecedented 
explosion at Eniwetok last fall told 
of a whole Island of the Pacific 
atoll' disappearing in the blast. 


Until 
Wednesday 
night 
the 


Atomic Eenergy Commission had 
not even conceded that an actual 
hydrogen blast occurred at Eni- 
wetok. ''It had spi»ken guardedly 
of 
experiments "contributing to 


thermonuclear" research. 


But in an address Wednesday 


night at New York, AEC Chair 
man Lewis L. Strauss referred to 
the test'of a "thermonuclear de- 
vice." In the language of atomic 
experts a "device" can produce 
all the power and other features 
of an actual weapon. 
The only 


difference is that it is encum- 
bered and festooned with record 
Ing instruments and is not neces- 
sarily fitted into the ballistics- 
perfect container Of a .bomb or 
projectile.' 


Ominous News 


Russia has said—and the United 


States has 
confirmed—that 
the 


Soviets succeed in producing a 
hydrogen 
explosion. 
To 
this 


Strauss added the ominous word 
that he believes the Soviet Union 
started development of the hydro- 
gen bomb some time before the 
United States. 
He blamed espi- 


onage and "treason" for the abil- 
ity of the Russians to produce a 
hydrogen blast within nine months 
after the United States. 


Involved also in Eisenhower's 


problem of what to, say about Rus- 
sia and the hydrogen bomb are 
the questions of air power, conti- 
nental defense and the impact on 
the nation's military budget. 


If even one Soviet plane with 


one hydrogen bomb got through 
the air defense system, a big 
American city could be vaporized. 
And, 
say United Air Force offi- 


cials, the money required to build 
a defense system even approach- 
ing 
100 per 
cent 
effectiveness 


would bankrupt any nation—and 
even then wouldn't provide abso- 
lute defense. 


Still another perplexity for th«- 


President is civilian defense. The 


Weapons,Effect Handbook" used 


by all civilian defense agencies 
now is utterly outmoded by ad- 
vent of the H-bomb.

"planned" and that nowise would 
the valuable trees be removed 
without consideration for the beau- 
ty of the area. 


Most of the trees selected for 


removal this year average 20 Inches 
or more fn diameter.

park board's consultant and that 
the trees to be removed were care- 
fully marked.

iod of adjustment. Final decisions 
must be made on legislation deal- 
ing with defenses, taxes, farm 
irice support*, housing, metal *e- 
i. vity, labor-management relations 
an. "other touchy problems. 


As a five-star general. Eisen- 


hower achieved wonders in World 
War II with his knack of persuad- 
ing people to compromise their 
conflicting views for the common 
cause. Also as a five-star general 
he could order, when necessary, 
that a workable agreement be pro- 
duced. 


Eisenhower has tried to use this 


same technique of persuasion in 
the White House. But persuasion 
has its limits when there is no 
authority to order agreements. In 
cases of violent conflict it seems 
inevitable that Eisenhower will 
have to assert a bold personal 
leadership if he wishes to develop 
his program as he wants it de- 
veloped.

American Ingenuity Solves Difficult 


> 
Iron Ore Problem 


While World War II was still on, a prominent steel ex 


ecutive said: "This is the last war that will be fought off 
the Mesabi.'' He meant that stocks of high grade iron ore 
on the Mesabi Range in Minnesota, the country's main sup- 
ply source, were beginning to run low. 


Soon after the war, the steel industry acknowledged 


that this dark forecast was accurate. American companies 
explored the globe for new deposits. Important discoveries 
led to development of foreign resources in Labrador, Liberia 
and Venezuela. 
But the total potential in these finds could satisfy only 


a fair proportion of the nation's peacetime needs, let alone its 
wartime demand. Furthermore, their development meant 
placing big new mills at water's edge along the eastern sea- 
board, plus heavy outlay in ocean-going vessels, dock equip- 
ment and the like. 


Worst of all, reliance on these sources meant exposing 


our iron-ore lifeline to the marauding of enemy submarines 
in wartime. The risk was great. 
* 
* 
* 


Consequently, steel and ore firms gave major atten- 


tion to the only evident alternative—development of Ameri- 
can sources of low-grade iron. Heretofore these had been 
largely ignored, for the simple reasons that high-grade ores 
were plentiful and the cost of getting out the low-grade stuff 
was virtually prohibitive. 


But in upper Minnesota and Michigan this material, con- 


tained in stubborn rock called taconite, lay beneath the 
ground in great abundance. In fact, these billions of tons 
of iron-bearing rock represented the "mother lode" from 
which the softer, higher-grade ores of present use had been 
evolved. 


If only a practical and economical way could be found 


to extract this rock and prepare it for the mill, then the in- 
dustry would be assured of raw material for a long time to 
come, and the nation's security would be much enhanced. 


The first experiments were not too promising. 
Just 


drilling this tough rock was a frustrating task. It was found 
that even trucks and railroad cars would not last long un- 
less specially protected against it.

Gradually, however, progress began to show. A com- 


plicated series of processes was developed. A new machine 
called a "jet piercer" bored through the rock effectively. 
Thereafter the rock was blasted and hauled away to new 
plants where it could be crushed and ground to the fineness 
of flour, the ore separated magnetically from the useless 
rock, and the iron powder then lumped into pellets for ship- 
ment to mills. 


According to the magazine Steelways, the industry's 


pace in this field has quickened measurably since the first 
pilot plant, with a capacity of 200,000 tons of pellets a year, 
started operating in mid-1948. Today one firm is either 
operating or building plants whose capacity may reach 30 
million tons annually. The original experimenting company 
plans another plant to produce 10.5 million tons. Others 
are getting under way with small goals. 


Together, these taconite plants, existing or planned, 


could turn out perhaps a fifth of the country's present yearly 
needs in iron ore. This is indeed progress. And it is a trib- 
ute, once more, to American resourcefulness and ingenuity 
in the face of difficult industrial problems.

Two teachers received contracts 


Tuesday evening at a special board 
meeting of the North Central Illi- 
nois Association for the Aid of Re- 
tarded Children, Inc. 


Mrs. William Kramer and Mrs. 


George Hooper, both of Dixon, 
have teaching experience and spe- 
cial training in handling retarded 
children. Both are mothers. 


The age range in the two classes, 


which arc at present conducted in 
the Dixon armory, 'is six through 
13. A few additional enrollments 
can be accepted. Anyone interest- 
ed in enrolling should contact one 
of the officers of the association. 


This is the second year for the 


private school and all expenses are 
paid by the tuition of $25 a month 
per child enrolled, bake sales, rum- 
innge sales, tag days and dona- 
tions.

The rape-slaying Wednesday 


night of Mrs. H. C. Parker. 29, 
attractive blonde dime store clerk, 
climaxed a series of beatings and 
rapes on white women by a prowl- 
er who has terrified Dallas for 
months. 


"Cut to rieces" 


Police said Mrs. Parker was lit- 


erally "cut to pieces." Her throat 
was slashed deeply. 


Although the reinforced police 


patrols and the angry 
citizens 


searched through the night in vain 
for the killer, police felt the extra 
patrols in the crowded business- 
residential area around Lemmon 
avenue nnd Revcrchon park paid 
off early today. 


An elderly woman was thrown to 


the ground by a young Negro in 
what police called a robbery at- 
tempt. The woman's screams at- 
tracted 
nearby 
plalnclothesmen 


nnd the assailant was arrested on 
the spot. Police Sgt. Tom Ellis 
said he did not believe the man 
arrested had anything to do with 
Mrs. Parker's death. 


As police received scores of calli 


from panicky citizens each night. 
Police Chief Carl Hansson warned 
citizens to be careful of their aim. 
Husbands dug old six-shooters and 
army weapons out of trunks and 
closets. Women slept fitfully with 
lights on and, rifles by their beds. 
Bird guns were loaded with buck- 
shot. 


Wife of TB Patient 


Mrs. Parker was the wife of a 


tubercular patient who has been 
hospitalized for three years. They 
have a 4-ycar-old son. 


Mrs. Parker gave scant details 


of the attack before she died en 
route to a hospital. 


She had finished work at 9 p.m. 


at a dime store In the Walnut Hills 
shopping center not far from the 
Dallas municipal airport. While 
she was waiting for her bus, she 
told police, a Negro grabbed her 
and forced her under a bridge. 
There he attacked and repeatedly 
slashed her. She dragged herself 
up the embankment to the street, 
whor« she collapsed. A passing 
motonst found her, took her to the 


airport and called police. 


Officers W. M. McGee and J. W. 


Gallagher said Mrs. Parker de- 
scribed her assailant as a stocky 
Negro dressed in a white T-shirt 
and khaki trousers. Hospital at- 
tendants confirmed that she was 
raped. 


Mrs. R. T. Griffin, night nurse 


at Bradford 
Memorial hospital, 


said she was in the office at the 
front of the building and saw the 
prowler looking in the window. A 
porch light, she said, revealed that 
he was unclothed. 


"I screamed and the man ran," 


she said. 


Confirm Story 


Other nurses said they saw the 


man at the side of the building 
later.

stenographer told newsmen she 
looked up from writing a letter to 
see a man looking into her window. 
She ran into another room for her 
stepfather nnd he escaped.

Judge Orders 
Union to End 
Chicago Tieup 
Ruling Called One 
Of Most Stringent 
In Illinois History 


CHICAGO — MP> —A circuit judge 


commanded a union to order its 
members to end a strike Wednes- 
day in one of the most stringent 
injunctions ever entered in an Ill- 
inois labor case. 


Judge Robert J. Dunne ordered 


officers of the International Union 
of Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers, Amalgamated Local 758, to 
halt its strike against the Scienti- 
fic Precision Co., makers of scien- 
tific instruments. 


About 200 of the company's 500 


employes struck July 23 after the 
company refused to recognize the 
union on the ground its officers 
had not filed non-Communist oaths 
as provided by the Taft-Hartley 
law. 


The company contends the strike 


is costing it $8,700 R day and has 
resulted in loss of contracts. 


David B. Rothstein, union attor- 


ney, contended the court had no 
jurisdiction because the question 
of union representation of employ- 
es is before the National Labor 
Relations Board, placing union af- 
fairs under federal jurisdiction. 


Judge Dunne overruled his own 


master-in-chancery. Isidore Brown, 
who held the petition for an in- 
junction should be turned down. 


Barnabas F. Sears, company at- 


torney, said the injunction could 
be compared in stringency only 
with that handed down in 19-18 by 
Federal Judge T. Alan Goldsbor- 
ough against John L. Lewis and 
his United Mine Workers. 


The injunction commanded the 


union officers to cease "ordering, 
encouraging, 
recommending, in- 


structing, inducing or in any other 
way permitting the said strike to 
continue or any other strike or 
work stoppage of an intermittent 
or quickie nature, or otherwise." 


The injunction also banned pick- 


eting or congregating near the 
plant or "stopping involuntarily" 
any persons who sought employ- 
ment.

The union said it will appeal.

Dry Weather 
Poses Threat 
To Forests 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. GJV-Illinois' 


state forester renewed warnings to» 
day that the state's dry forests and 
fields are building up the danger 
of record-breaking destruction by 
fire. 


State Forester Eino Nuuttila re- 


ported that about 50 new fires hav« 
occurred in the far southern area 
in the last two days, burning over 
1,000 acres. 


"Unless rain alleviates the situa- 


tion, this year might well surpasa 
the 1952 all-time Illinois record for 
damage from field and woodland 
fires," he said. 


Gov. Stratton called the fire haz- 


ard "extremely critical," and *aid 
this description applied especially 
to the southern part of the state. 


Last fall, about 250,000 ncrea 


were burned over at a loss esti- 
mated at above fiv« million dollars. 


Stratton urged citizens to take 


extreme precautions against start- 
ing debrii end field fires, and 
called upon smokers and campfire 
builders to be alert against the 
same dangers. 


As a fire prevention move, the 


State Conservation Department haa 
closed the Mason State Forest to 
hunters. A year ago, draught and 
fire danger nearly caused cancel- 
lation of the upland hunting season. 
Rains lifted the threat, A conserva- 
tion spokesman said he knew of no 
such drastic measure being con* 
sidered this year. However, the 
traditional upland season start i» 
Armistice Day.

Large Yields Prove Value 
Of Soil Treatment for Corn 


' 
By GEORGE PERISHO 


Ogle County Farm Adviser 


OREGON—This year has really 


proven the value of soil treatment 
on corn yields. The period of dry 
weather in August cut yields all 
over, but these were more notice- 
able in fields having had no soil 
treatment. Corn roots also devel- 
oped better. 


On one of the experimental plots 


conducted by the University of Illi- 
nois, a treated plot which had re- 
ceived residue (stover, straws, le- 
gumes), lime, phosphate, and pot- 
ash, produced 75 bushels of corn 
an acre in a moderately dry sea- 
son. 
The nearly untreated plot 


made only 20 bushels per acre. 


The general Iden ha* been that 


corn root* do not penetrate to 
any great extent. In the above 
plot where enough of the various 
Noll treatments were applied to 
the surface, soil and legumes 
were plowed down, corn roots 
uere found to extend in a depth 
of BO inches and to be extonshe- 
Iy de\ eloped In «ho subsoil. 
These icsiilts further show the 


value of getting your soil tests 
made and apply the needed plant 
food now while the supply Is ade- 
quate and weather is optimum for 
the spreading.• • *

Do jou plan to dry corn thin 


fall? The moisture- in that corn 
«e have harvested on (he 4-H 
flvp-acre plots have been well 
above 30 per cent in most canes. 
H jou contemplate drying, re- 
member high temperatures low- 
er the \alue of corn for process- 
Ing. 
About 80 percent of the corn ker- 


nel is starch. The other 20 per 
cent is made up of gluten (pro- 
tein), the germ, and the hull. 


In the piocessing of corn by the 


wet milling method, the kernels, 
after being sifted and cleaned, aie 
first soaked in water for 36 houis. 
The soft kernels »re then run 
through the degcrminatmg mills 
which spread and tear the corn 
into pieces without crushing the 
germs. Being high in oil, the germs 
float to the surface of the tank, and 
the other constituents, being heavi- 
er than water, settle to the bottom. 


Separating the starch from the 


gluten is a more difficult process, 
as starch is only slightly heavier 
than gluten. The material, after 
being finely ground, Is made into 
a thin soup by the addition of a 
large amount of water. The starch 
and gluten mixture, which looks 
like rich milk, flows onto the starcn 
tables that are long, flat-bottomed, 
shallow troughs. 
These tables 


slope Just a little to make a slow 
flow of liquid and to give the 
starch granules plenty of Urn* to 
settle out from the gluten. 


This works very well with nor- 


mal corn, but difficulty may arise 
if the corn has had some abnormal 
treatment. Here is where high dry- 
ing temperatures cause trouble. 
Heat above a certain point tends 
to cause starch and gluten to cling 
together more tenaciously.

Women With Heart Trouble 
Can Bear With Greater Safety 


CHICAGO —(Special)— Women 


•with heart disease now can bear- 
children with greater safety and 
expectations of success than ever 
before, in 
the opinion of Dr. 


James A. Brussel, Queens Village, 
N. Y. 
- However, cardiac women should 
know the risks involved in preg- 
nancy complicated by heart dis- 
ease, he wrote in the current To- 
day's Health magazine, published 
by the American Medical associa- 
tion. 
. "Perhaps the most difficult ques- 
tion any physician has to answer 
is that put to him by a woman with 
heart disease who asks if it is safe 
for her to have a baby," Dr. 
Brussel stated. "No single answer 
•will apply to the thousands of such 
prospective 
mothers. 


"Each case must be considered 


individually. Every factor—domes- 
tic as well as clinical—must be 
carefully weighed. No two prob- 
lems are the same. After the doc- 
tor has made his diagnosis and in- 
formed the patient of the risks in- 
volved, the final decision must rest 
with the patient and her husband." 


Heart disease complicates from 


one to three per cent of all preg- 
nancies. Dr. Brussel pointed out. 
Ninety per cent of such complica- 
tions is attributable to rheumatic 
fever; the remaining 10 per cent 
includes high blood pressure, con- 
genital cardiac defects, and syphi- 
lis. The death rate from heart dis- 
ease complicating p r e g n a n c y 
would be even higher, he added, if 
statistics included women whose 
deaths occurred up to two years 
after childbirth rather than just 
those who died at or immediately 
following delivery. 


Five well-established 
formula- 


tions regarding cardiac pregnan- 
cies were outlined by Dr. Brussel: 


1. The patient's heart condition 


must be considered carefully by 
both the doctor and the patient. 
Heart patients with no or only 
slight limitation of activity because 
of the affliction should have little 
difficulty in completion of preg- 
nancy. Heart patients with moder- 
ate or marked limitation of activ- 
ity can be expected to suffer grave 
and potentially fatal complications. 


2. Women over 30 who have 


heart trouble should be discour- 
aged from becoming pregnant. 


• • 3. A definite threat to successful 
pregnancy is auricular fibrillation, 
a rapid twitching of the muscular 
wall of the auricle instead of the 
regular heart beat. 


4. A patient whose heart is en- 


largetf should be warned of the 
possible hazard in pregnancy. 


5. A woman who is troubled with 


high blood pressure not Only does 
poorly during pregnancy, but after 
delivery frequently goes on to 
suffer greater hypertension. 


"Every c a r d i a c pregnancy- 


even the seemingly very mild case 
:— carries a certain risk." Dr. Brus- 
sel said. "Whether that risk be- 
comes serious trouble or is kept 
to a minimum depends in large 


part on the patient's cooperation 
with her doctor and careful pre- 
cautionary treatment. The wom- 
an with heart disease who wants to 
bear children can do tso now with 
greater expectations of success 
than ever before."

use seek to avoid materials that 
may injure health, safety In the 
art classroom is best provided 
through instructor supervision, the 
consultant stated, adding: 


"Obviously school art ciayons 


and paint should not contain lead, 
cadmium, benzol,, methyl alcohol, 
caibon tetrachlonde 
or kindred 


agents. To some extent, the natur- 
al coloring agents are less harm- 
ful than the synthetic, but there 
aie exceptions. 
Wax crayons col- 


ored with aniline dyes somewhat 
fi equently cause methemoglobine- 
mia (a blood condition), but this 
is chiefly due to chewing of the 
waxes rather than to proper school 
use.

fact that many art material are 
son.sitix.eis find on a somewhat un- 
predictable basis. Even the sizing 
materials and fixatives common to 
ait work sometimes serve as sen- 
sitizing agents.

Scientists Pitting Antisenim Against Viruses 
As One of Great Hopes for Control of Cancer

BAR HARBOR, Me.—The jackpot question in research 


is: Will antiserum-—blood loaded with gamma globulin anti- 
bodies—cure cancer? 


A group of distinguished scientists—some resident and 


others from many parts of the United States and from 
abroad—met at the famous Roscoe B. Jackson Memorial la- 
boratory here recently to seek an answer to this problem.

same as houses built in Russia 600 
years ago. They are well-built in 
the sense that the pine logs are 
carefully fitted. In between the 
logs there is moss insulation. They 
are good warm homes for the Rus- 
sian winter. 


Waste of Wood 


But they are small and just think 


of the waste of good wood m them! 


Why is the Soviet building in- 


dustry so antiquated, inefficient 
and costly to boot? For one thing, 
the government does not give the 
building industry enough attention. 
It is not putting its best brains 
and executives to work in this 
field. Also, construction workers 
are among the worst paid in the 
country. 


Is construction work on industri- 


al entei prises as bad as that on 
Moscow housing? I suspect that it 
is not much better. 


One of Russia's greatest curses 


always has been—and still is—lack 
of roads. 


The statistics on hard-sui faced 


highways are a state secret. But 
it is possible to estimate that the 
entire Soviet Union—ona-sixth of 
the world's land surface—has few- 
er macadam, concrete and even 
cobblestone motor roads outside 
cities than any average-sized state 
of the United States. 


Few Are Modem 


There arc a few more or less 


modern motor highways. Such for 
example are the highways from 
Moscow west to Minsk (built be- 
fore the war) which has for a 
considerable part of its distance 


from four to six lanes, and also 
that from Moscow south to the 
Ciimea (built since the war). 


Once off these few main arteries, 


one makes the acquaintance of the 
Russian dirt roads. Even when the 
weather is dry they are frequently 
impassable for a passenger 
car 


because of deep ruts and holes. 


When they are wet one can within 
a few seconds go up to an axle in 
the mud. 


Such dirt roads are only pass- 


able for trucks with high clearance 
—and not always for them. 


Soviet mdustiy tuins out quite 


decent passenger cars and trucks. 
Soviet trucks particularly seem to 
be stuidy and practical vehicles. 
Private passenger car ownership 
is increasing even though the num- 
bers of private car owneis are but 
a drop in the bucket of the poten- 
tial market. 


Theie may be as many as three 


million trucks and passenger cats. 


Armed Forces Face Tough 
Problem on POW Conduct

WASHINGTON — UP> — The 
re- 


turn of prisoners of war from Ko- 
rea was a happy occasion that 
bi ought joy to thousands of homes. 
Most of us would like to ignore 
the other side of the story—the 
ugly side. 


But it cannot be ignored — not 


if there is any real meaning to 
the icd badge of coinage wom by 
the living and the dead who stood 
fast against Red propaganda and 
torture. Sooner or later the armed 
services will pass judgment on the 
conduct of some prisoners while 
they were in the hands of the 
Communists. 


Presumably, there will be no 


problem in classifying any pris- 
oner who chooses of his own free 
will to remain with the Commu- 
nists. He would be considered a 
dcseiter and m effect a traitor to 
his country. 


Study IndKidual Cases 


Secretary of Defense Wilson has 


said individual cases will be stud- 
ied to determine if there had been 
"an unreasonable failure to meas- 
ure up to the standard of individ- 
ual conduct which is expected 
| even of a prisoner of war, or de- 
viations from standards of behav- 
ior prescribed by law the code of 
military justice." 


These cases fall into three gen- 


eral categories: 


1. Those prisoners who collabor- 


ated with the Reds and "ratted" 
on their comrades in order to gam 
favors for themselves even though 
it meant greater misery for oth- 
ers. 


False Confesfilon* 


2. Those prisoners who, under 


pressure of threats and torture, 
signed false confessions and made 
propaganda 
bioadcasts for' the 


Reds which Wilson termed "con- 
trary to the interests of their 
country." 


3. Those prisoners who, the Reds 


say. have refused repatriation and 
have chosen to remain with the 
Communists. Only 23 out of more 
than 3.000 Americans are listed in 
this class, and their shocked, pa- 
rents .refuse to believe they are 
acting voluntarily. 


Indications have been the mili- 


tary will be sympathetic toward 
the former prisoners, taking into 
account 
their suffering at the 


hands of the Reds. 


Dangerous Precedent 


But where is the line to be 


drawn in an "unreasonable fail- 
ure" to measure up to the stand- 
ard of conduct expected of mili- 
tary men? There is the rub. 


The easy and perhaps the popu- 


lar way out would be to forget 
the whole thing. But such a course 


J 


would set a dangerous precedent 
for the futuie. 


Gen. William Dean says he told 


his captors they could go ahead 
and cany out their threats to cut 
out his tongue if they wished — 
but ho wouldn't be a propaganda 
agent for them. He said he re- 
fused to be considered a traitor t« 
his country. Other prisoners told 
of defying the Communists even t» 
the point of risking death, and 
such defiance did mean death fof 
some. 


Agree After Torture 


Other prisoners say they suc- 


cumbed to Red demands only after 
hours of mental and physical tor- 
ture when it seemed the only 
couise to save themseh'es and 
others from death.

Breaking Into 
Industry Easy 
100 Years Ago 


URBANA - CHAMPAIGN, 111. — 


A hundred years ago, it didn't take 
a lot of capital to start up in in- 
dustry in Illinois. 
There 
were 


plenty of good opportunities for 
young men who lidd been thrifty or 
lucky in previous enterprises. 


Donald L. Kemmerer, professor 


of economics in the University of 
Illinois college of commerce and 
business administration, has stud- 
ied available information on 50 
early ^Illinois industrialists to dis- 
cover, if possible, how they fi- 
nanced their undertakings. Period 
covered by the study was 1830-90. 


Most of these men, prior to com- 


ing to Illinois, had been engaged 
in trade or industry rather than 
farming, he found, and the money 
they invested had been largely 
saved from their previous employ- 
ments. Very few acknowledged re- 
ceiving family assistance or bor- 
rowing of funds, although frequent- 
ly new capital was brought in by 
admitting a partner — who might 
or might not be a relative. It was 
also customary to start up in a 
small way and to "plow back" the 
profits in order to expand. 


Kemmerer found that the majo- 


rity of these manufacturers, unlike 
the earliest Illinois settlers, came 
from the East and from Europe, 
rather than from adjoining states. 
Only three of the 50 were born in 
Illinois. As a whole the group ap- 
peared to be better educated or to 
have come from a better educa- 
tional environment than the aver- 
age settler. 


Among the industrialists typical 


of the group studied were Gordon 
Saltonstall Hubbnrd, meat packer, 
native of Vermont, who got his 
start in the fur trade; John Deere, 
another Vermonter, a blacksmith 
who "plowed back" his earning 
from his own plows; and William 
Dccring, also a farm machinery 
manufacturer 
who came 
from 


"down east" in Maine, and who in- 
vested capital from his eastern en- 
terprises and from speculation in 
western lands. Philip Armour, from 
Stockbridge, N. Y., went into meat 
packing partly with funds from 
gold mining in California. Cyrus 
McCormick, inventor of the reaper, 
obtained some of his capital from 
partners whom he was later able 
to buy out.

Higher Retail 
Sales Depend 
On Many Things 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN, 111. — 


(Special) — Retail sales, now at a 
high level and still moving up, will 
soon depend to some extent on the 
initiative retailers take in regard 
to public relations, new processes, 
sales training programs, and hotter 
merchandising, a University of Il- 
linois marketing specialist pre- 
dicts. 


George W. Maxey, of the Univer- 


sity's Business Management Serv- 
ice staff, is of the opinion that con- 
sumers, for the first time in 12 
years, are in a position to be more 
selective in their purchasing. They 
will expect — probably demand — 
courteous service, complete prod- 
uct information, and efficient sales 
people to serve them. Emphasis on 
sales training and public relations 
for retailers will be important as it 
never has been before, he believes. 


Maxey reviews the prospects for 


retail sales in the current "Illinois 
Business Review," monthly publi- 
cation of the University's Bureau of 
Economic and Business Research. 


"Most definitely Favorable" fac- 


tor in the outlook for retail trade, 
Maxey thinks, is the income tax re- 
duction schedule for 195-1. The ris- 
ing population and high level of 
personal income also contribute to 
the plus side of the picture. 


On the negative side, credit Is 


expanded about as far as it can 
go and any increase in the propor- 
tion going into savings will affect 
retail sales adversely. 
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Distilleries Begin Bitter 
Battle of Whisky Blends 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK W»—Whisky makers 


are starling a bitter battle of the 
blends. 


Between now and the year's end 


—the period in which liquor men 
usually chalk up 40 per cent of 
their annual sales—dealers will be 
wooed with better profit margin 
offers, 
. 


Consumers will be wooed with 


gimmicks and extras, mostly eye 
appeal—but with very few price 
concessions. 


For some distillers it's a matter 


of trying to crawl out from under 
an embarrassing over-supply of 
whisky in their warehouses. 
Straight whisky has- been .selling 
well, but sales of the blends of 
whisky and neutral spirits have 
been slipping in recent years. 


For Survival 


For some of the lesser-known 


brands it could be a fight for sur- 
vival. Dealers complain that in the 
20 years since repeal an over- 
abundance of brands has hit the 
market. Now the big boys are out 
to play for keeps. 


One and all, distillers lay most 


of the blame for the slip in whisky 
sales on the federal tax of §10.50 
a gallon which makes whisky look 
forbiddingly high priced to many 
folk. But something must be done 
if they're going to move all that 
liquor out of the warehouses. 


Here's what a sampling of some 


of the nation's 239 distilleries are 
up to this fall in pusmng sales of 
the higher-priced 
blends—mostly 


those in the $4.50 to $5 a bottle 
class. 


Gets Fancy 


Schenley Reserve is out in a 


fancy decanter—at the same price I 


as the old round bottle. This devica 
pepped sales of some of 
the 


straight liquors. 


It'll cost Schenley money. Th« 


bottles cost more; bottling lines 
had to be changed; transportation 
costs are higher. But Schenley's 
director 
of merchandising. Don 


Goldstein, says the decanter al- 
ready has perked up sales so that 
he predicts the best season in 
years. 


Back in 1917, Schenley Reserve 


was the sales leader at eight mil- 
lion cases a year. Last year it had 
slipped to below three 
million 


cases. The decanter will be pushed 
until the holidays. Then the old 
round bottles will take over again. 


Seagram's Seven Crown, the big 


postwar gainer,and now the pace 
setter at eight million cases a 
year, is launching its heaviest ad- 
vertising campaign in history and 
has expanded its sales force. It 
says: "No gimmicks," but insists 
it is confident of holding its place. 


Calvert 
Reserve, 
second-place 


seller at slightly under 3'/2 million 
cases, and its running mate, Lord 
Calvert (now approaching the one- 
million cases a year mark) will be 
out in another week in their holi- 
day garb. 


A Gimmick 


But they have another gimmick 


—called the home bar carton— 
which this summer cashed in on 
the popularity of gin and tonic. 
Calvert puts a bottle of whisky and 
a bottle of gin in the same carton 
(the 
same idea as putting three 


soap bars in a package). The car- 
ton contains drink recipes and also 
bottle cappers for soft-drink mix- 
ers. Calvert says this has sold 
whisky to a lot 6f gin fanciers. 


Stiff Penalties Would Cut 
Hunting Accidents? Claim 


Effective Siren 


VULCAN, Alta (/PI— The Nation- 


al Research Council has set up a 
siren in a nearby field in an at- 
tempt to rid farmers of grain- 
consuming ducks. But the experi- 
menters are dubious of the effects 
of the high-pitched device, called 
"Screaming Memic." 


When they tried it near Kinders- 


ley, Sask., St scared 90 per cent of 
the ducks, but "dried up the cows 
and the hens stopped laying," said 
E. L. Paynter, Saskatchewan game 
commissioner. 
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Stiff penalties are imperative, 


authorities believe, to curb the 
mounting totals of deaths and in- 
juries 
caused 
by 
trigger-happy 


hunters who mistake human beings 
for deer and other game. 


Writing in Uie October Reader's 


Digest, William Chapman White 
states that "officially reported" 
accidents in the i hunting season 
last year totaled 1,982, with 390 
deaths. Not all accidents are re- 
ported, and 10 states do not even 
keep records. Hence last year's 
death toll was "certainly at least 
500," White says. Michigan alone 
reported 25 fatal accidents; Penn- 
sylvania followed closely with 24, 


The autnor urges that reporting 


of accidents be compulsory, thai 
victims or their survivors be en 
cotiragcd to file civil suits, as in 
highway accdents, and that the 
license of a hunter causing injury 
or death be revoked until he has 
been proved blameless. 


Other reforms are needed, White 
believes, particularly in the teen- 
age group. 
Last year, in most 


states, hunters under 17 were re- 
sponsible for a fourth of all acci 
dents.

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Transplanting Tissues Mark 
Opening of New Era in Surgery 


The transplanting of live tissue 


from one human being to another 
and "banks" for tissue storage 
mark the opening of a new era in 
medicine, says J. D. Ratcliff in an 
article condensed from Today's 
Health. Ratcliff tells how the fa- 
miliar technique of the corneal 
transplant is being extended to In- 
clude other parts of the body. 


In New York recently a young 


woman died of heart failure dur- 
ing an operation. With the consent 
of her parents a segment of her 
artery was removed and placed In 
the body of another young woman 
suffering from a faulty artery near 
her heart. She was restored to 
health and now has every prospect 
of a long life. 


Now Regular 


Such surgery, once impossible, 


is now performed regularly be- 
cause of artery .banks in about a 
dozen cities. Heretofore, surgeons 
could cut out the defective portion 
of artery and try to stitch the re- 
maining ends together, or merely 
tie off the artery ends, hoping a 
bypass circulation would result. In 
such cases, transplants from ar- 
tery banks are llfesavers. Ratcliff 
says. The banks have only one 
source of arteries: The dead. Ar- 
teries must be taken within six 
hours of death, from persons who 
were under 45 and free of infecti- 
ous or wasting disease. Recent re- 
search indicates that arteries may 
be "freeze'-dried" and stored for 
periods up to a year. 


Bone banks, now available in 


most large cities, supply the bone 


needed to repair accident !njuri«§, 
to lengthen legs shortened by di- 
sease and to s'abllize weakened 
spines. For such work surgeons 
formerly had to rely on bone taken 
from the patient's body. Today's 
souices of bone include ribs re- 
moved 
in 
surgery, bone 
from 


"clean" amputations and bone 
from the dead. Shipped to hospitals 
throughout the world, such bone 
has saved hundreds of war-wound- 
ed from lives of disability. 


An Experiment 


The skin bank is still In the 


earliest experimental stage, Rat- 
cliff says. Tests Indicate, how- 
ever, that skin may be successfully 
stored for several weeks. Such skin 
provides an excellent dressing, in 
cases of severe burns, until re- 
placed by the patient's own. 


Cartilage banks are used mainly 
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by mutton* In repairing 
ears asd foreheads. Recent v^ric 
in England shows that cartilage 
from young cattle is as satisfactory 
for this purpose as human carti- 
lage. 


Most deaths are due to a single 


weakness in an otherwise sound 
body. Ratcliff points out. It is the 
aim of the tissue banks to replace 
the weak link with a strong one.

Procurement 
A Model Plan 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. — (Special) 


— The state of Illinois, under the 
administration of Gov. William G. 
Stratton, is rapidly gaining recog- 
nition as a leader in food procure- 
ment practices. 


Robert D. Patton, state purchas 


ing agent, announced today that his 
office has received inquiries on the 
state's food specifications from 
state purchasing agents or similar 
officials in Ohio, Missouri, Missis 
sippi and Indiana. 


Patton said three representatives 


of the purchasing division and the 
welfare department of the state of 
Ohio were in Springfield Monday to 
compile information on the Illinois 
procedure. 


Inquiries on Illinois practiccsj>y 


the purchasing agent of the state 
of Missouri have resulted in that 
state's complete adoption of the 
Illinois food specifications. 


The state purchasing agent in 


Indiana and the Board of Trustees 
for Mental Institutions in Mississip- 
pi have made similar inquiries, 
Patton said. 


One of the Illinois requirements 


on food procurement is that food 
inspections be made on state pur- 
chases by graders of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Illinois also requires that the 


cost of these inspections be borne 
by the contractor. 


An extensive list of specifications 


for each food category also has 
been drawn up. Indexed copies of 
these specifications will be provid- 
ed the Ohio representatives, Patton 
said.

Caddy's Geese: Wild in Summer, Tame in Winter

ANSONVILLE. N. C. — A few 


mile? from here thousands of wild 
Canada geese act tamer than chick- 
ens in the backyard. They accept 
food from your hand and carry on 
their incessant chatter and squab- 
bling unmindful of human observa- 
tion. 


And if this is considered one of 


nature's mysteries,, then here' is 
another: Year after year the great 
flock of wary game birds come 
from their summer mating grounds 
far m the north, and unerringly 
finds a geographic pinpoint in 
North Carolina. 


There's no coastline or river to 


follow. 
The pinpoint — a three- 


acre lake—is surrounded by fields 
and woods pretty much like thous- 
ands of others the geese' must pass 
over in their'long flight from the 
north, 
• • • 


They arrive each year about mid- 


October on or near a full moon 
and they depart in mid-March, also 
on a, full moon. They're known as 
Caddy's geese. Lockhart Gaddy 
was a^ hunter who put up his gun 
and made his farm and fish pond 
a private refuge. 


Thousands of winter visitors to 


North Carolina make it a point to 
see 
the 
spectacle of Caddy's 


geese. 
Ansonville and Caddy's 


private refuge are just a few miles 
from the famed winter resorts of 
Pinehurst and Southern Pines. 


Gaddy died last winter, but his 


widow, who shared his love for 
the birds and worked with him 
in establishing the unique refuge, 
along with his neighbors, carry on 
the project as a sort of memorial 
to the benefactor of the game 
birds. They say there'll always be 
Caddy's geese. 


The geese knew Gaddy for near- 


ly 20 years. The first to make 
friends with him were a few live 
decoys he retained after ending 
his hunting days. Then a flight of 
nine big Canadas was attracted 
to the little pond by the decoys.

It 
makes 
some 
businessmen 


wonder whether the country may 
be in for another era of deficit 
financing. They note that Defense 
Secretary Wilson hints at defense 
spending being cut down to 40 bil- 
lion dollars next year. 


But they say that isn't enough 


to ward off a big deficit, if re- 
ceipts fall off as presently expect- 
ed, and scheduled tax cuts fore- 
#hadow. 


Recent trends toward lower in- 


terest rates could be setting the 
«tage for an easier transition into 
a deficit financing era, bankers 
note. Others wonder if the alter- 
native of new taxes isn't more 
likely. The one most talked about 
is some version of the sales tax, 
by whatever name they decide to 
call it in Congress. 


The Dllrmma 


The President's dilemma, as 


many businessmen see it, is this: 


In January the excess profits 


tax on business is scheduled to 
die, and also individual income 
tax rates are due to come down 
about 10 per cent. If they do, the 
U. S. Treasury will lose about five 
billion dollars in revenue. 


In April a scheduled cut in ex- 


cise taxes and a scheduled dip in 
the ordinary corporate income tax 
rate to 47 per cent from the pres- 
ent 52 per cent, if they go through, 
would mean a loss of another three 
billion dollars in revenue.

The true costs of running an 


automobile are "startling," says 
an October Reader's Digest article 
condensed from Changing Times. 
If you drive your car 10,000 miles 
a year you're probably 
paying 


10 cents a mile, or more than 
$1,000 for this service. That figure 
may jolt you, but it may also 
serve to point out what's at the 
root,of your budget trouble. 


The article divides the costs of 


running a'car into two categories: 
fixed and operating. Depreciation 
is the biggest fixed expense. On a 
car two^'ears old or less, annual 
depreciation will amount to a flat 
20 per cent of the purchase price, 
including all extras and financing 
costs. On older cars, figure depre- 
ciation this way: Consult the used- 
car ads for average quoted prices 
for the same model as your own. 
Say it's $1200. Probably that fig- 
ure is inflated to allow for bar- 
gaining, so deduct 10 per cent, 
leaving you $1080 as the value of 
your car. Subtract that from the 
oiiginal purchase price and divide 
the result by the number of years 
you've had your auto. The figure 
is your depreciation cost for one 
year. 


If you drive more thnn 18,000 


miles in a year, cijargp extra de- 
preciation of nine to 10 rents a 
mile for nil mileage over 18,000. 


Add to fixed costs your yearly 


prom: ms on all automobile in- 
surance, and the cost of license 
fees and property tax on cars if 
this tax is levied in your area. 
Then, as a final item of fixed 
costs, figure the interesf, at three 
per rent, which you would draw on 
the money your car cost if you 
hadn't bought it.

a small amount of hot fat. A good 
stew must cook slowly for several 
hours in water or other liquid. 


Add only enough liquid to cover 


the bottom of the pan. Cover the 
pan tightly, and simmer slowly for 
about an hour and a half. Add ad- 
ditional liquid if needed. 


About 30 minutes before the end 


of the cooking time, add pared 
vegetables and continue to cook 
until vegetables and meat are 
tender.

(4 .servings) 


One pound beef or veal shoulder 


(boneless), 1 teaspoon salt, & tea- 
spoon pepper, % teaspoon paprika. 
% cup flour, 2 tablespoons fat, 1 
cup water, 1 tablespoon Worcest- 
ershire sauce, 1 teaspoon Kitchen 
Bouquet, 1 tablespoon catsup, 4 
medium potatoes( pared), 4 me- 
dium carrots (pared), 4 medium 
onions (peeled). 


Cut meat into 4 to 6 pieces. Roil 


in blended salt, pepper, paprika, 
and flour to coat each piece and 
brown in fat in a heavy kettle. 
Add water and seasonings 
and 


simmer about 2 hours. Add the 
prepared vegetables. 


Cover and cook until vegetables 


are tender. Serve piping hot. 


(If the broth is too thin, thick-

make certain you are getting the 
very best quality. Allow Jj to M 
pound per person. Have the steak 
cut 1 to 2 inches thick for broiling. 


Store In waxed paper or alumi- 


num foil in the refrigerator until 
ready to use, but not longer than 
3 to 5 days. Wait until people are 
ready to eat before cooking the 
steak. Slash the fat edges to pre- 
vent curling and place on a pre- 
heated broiling pan. 


Most experts recommend that an 


exact broiling schedule be follow- 
ed if you are at all uncertain, and 
that the meat be placed 3 inches 
from the source of heat.

Chief Justice Warren 
Is a Political Moderate 
He Outraged Republicans 
Bv Boosting Health Plan

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
naming: Earl Warren to the Supreme 


court, President Eisenhower picked a man whose political philosophy 
seems to follow the middle-of-the-road course advocated by Eisenhower 
himself. 


Warren, 62, is and always has 


been a Republican. Yet he won 
election as governor of California 
three times with strong backing 
from registered 
Democrats who 


predominate in his state. And for- 
mer President Truman once said 
of him : 


"He's really a Democrat and 


doesn't know it." 


Friend of Progress 


Warren has, indeed, 
o f t e n 


seemed to be closer to the Truman 
wing Of the Democratic party than 
to the conservative kind of Repub- 
licanism. A declared friend of "so- 
cial progress," he outraged many 
California Republicans by pushing 
repeatedly — and unsuccessfully — 
for a state compulsory health in- 
surance program. 


Yet he was outspoken in praise 


of the Supreme Court decision 
which upset Truman's 1952 seizure 
of the steel industry. Long before 
that he opposed Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt's plan to enlarge the Su- 
preme Court, And, as a coastal 
state governor, he favored—like 
Eisenhower and unlike Truman- 
state ownership of offshore sub- 
merged lands. 


Warren calls himself a liberal 


or progressive Republican. He has, 
in fact, cautioned his party against 
following "extremists of the right" 
declaring in a speech: 


"I am convinced the- American 


people are not socialists and will 
not tolerate socialist government, 
but they are difinitely committed 
to social progress."

ren?

Millions came to know him in 


1948. when he was the unsuccess- 
ful Republican candidate for vice 
president, as a genial, 8-feet-l 
Westerner with an unusually ap- 
pealing family — including three 
photogenic daughters. 


Staff members know him as a 


firm and exacting boss but a fair 
and considerate one. 


Few people remember the self- 


confident Warren of today as a 
young lawyer who used to be 
"scared to death." as he puts it, 
of appearing in court. 


"I'd get on a street car and I 


would be so tense I'd hope the car 
would bf wrecked on the way to 
the courthouse," Warren has told 
an associate. 


Family an As«»et 


The Warren family, undoubtedly 


a great political !>s well as per- 
sonal 
asset, 
became 
nationally 


known during the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of 1948, where 
daughters, Virginia, Dorothy and 
Nine — now 24. 22 and 19 respec- 
tively, delighted the galleries and 
the photographers. Nina "Honey 
Bear" was stricken with polio in 
1950 but has recovered. 


The other children are James, 


S4; Earl Jr., 23: and Robert, 18. 
James was a small boy when his 
widowed mother, Mrs. Nina Palm- 
quist Meyers, married Warren in 
1925. The family always has been 
closely knit and Warren 
found 


time to read aloud to the children 
when they were young. 


Warren tried for top place on 


the GOP ticket in 1948 but settled 
for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion. With New York Gov. Thomas 


Dewey, who defeated him for 


th« 
presidential 
nomination, he 


was bowled over in the surprise 
election victory of Truman and 
Alben W. Barkley. 


In The Running 


Again in 1952 Warren was In 


the running but the race soon 
turned into a. contest between Eis- 
enhower and the late Sen. Robert 


Taft of Ohio. Warren helped 


to swing the nomination to Elsen- 
hower by aiding with him in the 
disputed delegate contests that 
foreshadowed Taff» ultimate de- 
feat. 


Warren was born In Los Ange- 
s. the son of a railway car re- 


pairman who came lo this coin- 
try from Norway M » child. The 


future 
governor's 
mother 
died 


when he was 40. His father was 
beaten to death as he sat alone 
in his living room in 1938. The 
slaying never has been solved. 


Warren went -into private law 


practice upon graduation from the 
University of California. In World 
War I he served as an infantry 
lieutenant and afterward became 
a deputy district attorney of Ala- 
meda County—mainly, he says, to 
gain trial experience. 
/ * 


That was 34 years ago. Warren 


has been a public official ever 
since. 


Warren never has been a judge 


himself, though as governor he has 
named about half of the judges in 
his state's 58 counties. He voices 
pride that none of the more than 
10.000 bills he has signed has been 
successfully 
challenged 
in 
the 


courts :"lfistwise none of the ma- 
jor laws." 


He first gained statewide rec- 


ognition as a racket-busting dis- 
trict attorney. Later, in his first 
statewide race, he was elected at- 
torney general after winning both 
Democratic and Republican nom- 


inations—a feat he repeated when 
elected to his second term as gov- 
ernor in 1946. That is possible un- 
der California law. 


In 1950 Wairen's Democratic op- 


ponent was James Roosevelt, son 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. Warren 
defeated him by more than a mil- 
lion votes, becoming the first three- 
term governor in California's his- 
tory. 


Warren's 
three 
terms 
have 


brought'increased pensions for the 
blind, aged and needy; a cut in 
the state sales tax; an employe 
disability act: revision 
of 
the 


state's mental health and penal 
programs: a highway moderniza- 
tion program; and, among other 
things, an expansion of the state's 
health and hospitalization program. 


When the legislature balked at 


a compulsory health insurance pro- 
gram, Warren sharply denied he 
was advocating "socialized medi- 
cine." 


"It is merely extending the prin- 


ciple of insurance to one of the 
greatest hazards which confronts 
the working man and woman," he 
said—using much the same lan- 
guage Truman used in advocating, 
also without success, a national 
health insurance program. 


Warren is a 33rd degree Mason 


and in 1935-36 was grand master 
of the California grand lidge. 
Raised in the Methodist Church, 
he now -attends the Baptist Church 
with Mrs. Warren. He says h« 
makes a practice of reading th« 
Bible daily.
